South of Valenciennes, the British, attacking 
on a f ront of six miles, have entered the southern 
outskirts of the city, captured two villages and 
taken between 2,000 and 3,000 prisoners. 
Italians, British, F rench and Americans, on 
the Italian front, are advancing in the entire re­ 
gion from the Asiago Plateau to the Adriatic. The 
Asiago Plateau has been entirely cleared.
